INVERESK PAPER CO., LTD. 


The Second Annual General Meeting of the Inveresk 
Paper Company, Ltd., was held at Dewell’s Rooms, George 
Greet, Edinburgh, on 21st ult., Mr. William Harrison, 
[L.B. (Chairman of the Company), presiding. 

The CHAIRMAN said: I beg to submit to you the balance- 
sheet and profit and loss account of the Company fur the 
thirteen months ended the 3lst ultimo, and I propose, in 
the first place, to briefly deal with the figures in the 
palance-sheet and profit and loss account, and subsequently 
with the future prospects of the Company, and one or two 
other matters upon which I should like to address you. 

I can assure you it is a great pleasure to my colleagues 
and myself to be able to meet and to present to you again 
a good report and balance-sheet for the financial year 
which has just ended. When I addressed you at the last 
annual general meeting I concluded my remarks by saying 
that you had a fine undertaking, and that I felt confident 
that we would be able to present you with as good a report, 
if not a better one, for 1924 as we had just presented for 
1923. That forecast, [ am sure you will all agree with 
me, has been fully justified, as the results now disclosed 
to you prove. 

As you will see from this report, the profits for the period 
of thirteen months to the 3lst October, 1924, amount to 
£69,783, making with the balance brought forward from 
last year of £11,369 a total of £81,152. Out of this latter 
sum we have set aside £10,000 as usual for depreciation, 
and after providing for Debenture interest, income tax, 
ete., there remains £52,686, out of which has been paid 
the sum of £7,750, being the dividend on the Preference 
shares to 30th June last, leaving a balance available for 
distribution on the 125,000 Ordinary shares of £44,936. 
Your directors recommend the payment of a dividend on 
the Ordinary shares of 123} per cent., an increase of 23 
per cent. on last year, leaving a balance of £32,826 to be 
carried forward to next year, against last year’s carry- 
forward of £11,368. 

As you know, the Inveresk Mills have been established 
over half a century, and have for many years past held 
a high reputation for producing one of the best esparto 
papers, and certainly the finest coated papers, in the 
market, and I should like on this occasion to impress upon 
you, as I did last year, that the prosperity of your Company 
is due, in the first place, to its exceptional location for 
coal and shipping, and, in the next place, to the high 
quality of its productions, which are known to every buyer 
and user of high-class esparto and coated papers. We have 
in Mr. Snelling an able and energetic managing director, 
and his efforts are concentrated in maintaining the high 
quality of our productions. 

At the Carrongrove Mills we are just completing the 
erection of one of the largest and most modern of coating 
factories, and it will be the aim of the Carrongrove 
Company, in which we are now so greatly interested, to 
produce, by close co-operation with the best skilled men 
we possess at Inveresk, from the starting-up of the new 
factory, a first-class coated paper. 

Now, I should like to say a’ few words on the paper 
trade of this country as we find it to-day. Although we 
are fully employed at the Inveresk and Carrongrove Muills, 
{fam sorry to say, speaking generally, there has been 
no improvement in the paper trade of the country during 
the year under review, and, having regard to the present 
condition of affairs, which is largely brought about by the 
importation into this country of papers at low prices from 
Continental countries, I see little or no prospect for 
immediate improvement. We are making at our mills 
esparto and coated papers of the highest quality, and, 
although all paper manufacturers in this country suffer in 
a greater or less degree by the importation of this foreign 
paper, we suffer at our mills less than mills which are 
making lower grades of paper. 

In conclusion, I should like to say as regards our own 
and associated undertaking at Carrongrove that we have 
every confidence, notwithstanding the difficult times 
through which the trade is passing, that we will be able 
to maintain our present profits, and, I hope, improve upon 
them during the current year. I will now move: ‘ That 
the balance-sheet, together with the report, be adopted.”’ 

Mr. Prxe seconded the motion, which, on being put to 
the meeting, was unanimously carried. 

A hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman concluded the 
proceedings.

GAS UNDERTAKINGS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
The Board of Trade have issued Part II of the 


Return relating to authorised gas undertakings in 
Great Britain for the year 1923 (H.M. Stationery 
Office; price 10s. 6d. net). Part I of the Return (of 
which notice was given in the ‘‘Journal ’’ of 11th 
September, page 291), giving particulars as to the 
manufacture and supply of gas by the various 
undertakings, was issued early in September; and 
Part II contains information with regard to finance 
and prices charged for gas. 

The total nominal capital of the 785 undertakings 
dealt with in the return was £165,210,254 (inelud- 
ing loans borrowed by local authorities and since 
repaid), showing an increase of more than £2} 
millions on the amount shown in the Return for 
1922. The receipts of the undertakings on revenue 
account amounted to £67,576,358, a decline of 
£3,050,293 from the total for the previous year, 
and the expenditure fell by £2,605,535 to 
£56,593,900. The gross margin of £10,982,458 
was accordingly £444,758 less than the 1922 figure. 

Companies’ undertakings numbered 475, and their 
aggregate loan and stock or share capital was 
£106,597,760, of which £22,035,911 was loan 
capital. Their receipts on revenue account were 
£44 226 797, and their expenditure was 
£37,839,199, leaving a gross margin in 1923 of 
£6,387,598, or £369,285 less than in the preceding 
vear. 

Undertakings by local authorities numbered 310, 
and the total amount of money borrowed in respect 
of them was £58.612,.494, of which £30,027.099 
had been repaid or was held in sinking funds. 
The receipts on revenue account were £23,349,561 
and the expenditure £18,754,701, the gross margin 


of £4.594.860 being £75,478 below the amount for 


the previous year. After deducting interest paid

on loans, the amount of loans repaid in the year, 
and the amount placed to sinking funds, there was 
a net profit of £1,629,565, an increase of £139,265 
compared with the amount a year earlier. 





PROTOCOL ON ARBITRATION CLAUSES. 


The Protocol on Arbitration Clauses in Com- 
mercial Agreements adopted by the League of 
Nations in September, 1923, was ratified by 
Belgium on 25rd September last. So far as the 
Board of Trade have been informed, the States 
which had previously ratified the Protocol are Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland (26th September), 
Albania (29th August), Italy (28th July), and 
Finland (10th July). 





GERMANY (OCCUPIED TERRITORY): TRANSFER 
OF TRADE CONTROL. 


With reference to the notice on the above subject 
which appeared in the issue of the “‘Journal ”’ of 
380th October (page 513), it is understood that (a) 
claims presented by Allied nationals who, having 
concluded contracts prior to lst September, 1924, 
find themselves prevented from executing them, 
owing to the refusal of an import or export licence, 
and (ii) claims arising from disputes regarding the 
application of the German Customs Tariff between 
21st September and 21st October, must be submitted 
not later than 31st December next. 


EXCHANGE OF BULGARIAN TREASURY BONDS 
AND BANK NOTES. 


With reference to the notice which appeared in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 7th February last (page 178) 
respecting the cancellation of Bulgarian Bank notes, 
the attention of holders of Bulgarian Treasury 
bonds is drawn to the fact that the 1,000 levas 
Treasury bonds will be definitely withdrawn from 
circulation on 3lst January, 1925. 

Until that date they may be exchanged for bank 
notes at the Bulgartan National Bank. 





GREEK MORATORIUM REGULATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at Athens reports that a 
Decree was recently issued (Official Gazette No. 267 
of 25th October) modifying the regulations of the 
Moratorium as regards legal actions. 

The Decree is highly technical, and the following 
are observations on it from Maitre Goulimy, the 
legal adviser to H.M. Legation at Athens :— 

The effects of the Moratorium in Greece until 
the above-mentioned Decree appeared were the 
following :— 

(1) The barring of an action was suspended so long 
as the Moratorium To this rule 
there were very few exceptions.

LICENCE DUTY ON ALCOHOLIC LIQUORS IN 
MADAGASCAR. 


H.M. Consul at Antananarivo has forwarded the 
text of a local arreté of 4th October, published in 
the ‘‘Journal Officiel de Madagascar,’’ determining 
the tariff and the method of collection of the licence 
duty imposed on distillers and sellers of alcoholic 
and hygienic drinks in Madagascar and Depen- 
dencies. 

In virtue of this arreté, distillers are reqyired to 
pay a fixed duty of 800 franes—plus 5 frs.—per 
hectolitre of pure alcohol produced. In virtue, 
however, of an arreté of 4th May, 1922, sugar and 
its by-products are exempted until 3lst December, 
1934, from all export duties. 

In order, therefore, to safeguard the interests of 
sugar manufacturers who distil their by-products, 
a local arreté of 4th October, 1924, has been made, 
according to the terms of which a compensation 
premium of 5 frs. per hectolitre of pure alcohol 
is allowed until 3lst December, 1954, on all alcohols 
exported which are the products of the distillation 
of waste molasses. 





UNITED STATES BLANKET REPORT. 


The Board of Trade has received a copy of a Report 
on Bed Blankets (Simplified Practice Recommenda- 
tion No. 11), issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce, through the Bureau of 
Standards, concerning the elimination of waste in 
cotton, wool and cotton and wool mixed bed 
blankets. The Report, which was in aceordance 
with the unanimous action of the joint conference 
of representatives of manufacturers, distributors, 
and users named therein. states :— 

‘* The combined efforts of this final conference 
resulted in a reduction from 78 sizes to 12 sizes 
of cotton, wool, and cotton and wool mixed bed 
blankets, corresponding to an elimination of 846 
per cent. It is expected this 15°4 per cent. remain- 
ing as the simplified line of sizes will offer greater 
convenience and saving to all concerned than was 
possible with the former wide variety. 

** This recommendation to become effective as 
applying to new production on Ist November, 1924, 
and every effort to be made to clear current order 
and existing stock of eliminated varieties before 
that date.’’

DUTCH EAST INDIES. 


pEVIVAL IN AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRIES. 


The outstanding feature in the Dutch East 
indies of the year which ended on 31st July iast 
cag a revivai in all agricultural industries, prices 
i] round being fav ourable and no difficulties being 
»sperienced in the disposal of native and estate 
produce. Full advantage was reaped of a reduc- 
a in working costs, for whie ah general measures 
had been taken during 1922-2: Agricultural 
jiseases and insect pests were more limited than in 
previous years. In Java tea planting has been 
ostended, and many applications have been received 
‘oy permission to rent from native holders irrigated 
rice land for the extension of sugar plantations, 
and several concessions for this purpose have been 


vranted. Irrigation works undertaken by the 
Government have resulted in a large tract of 


country centring around Krawang, in West Java, 
being rendered ‘suitable for the growing of sugar, 
and a concession for this purpose, applied for by 

a British company, is receiving favourable con- 
sideration. The importance of the founding of 
sugar industry in West Java cannot be over- 
estimated. 

The extension of the cultivation of agave fibre 
or sisal brings this industry to the front rank of 
important cultures, while for new plantation now 
being developed no expense is spared, the very 
latest machinery and best equipment known being 
laid down, so that their success seems assured. 

In Sumatra also agriculture is making great 
headway; particular mention should be made of 
the success of the tea gardens centring around 
Permatange Sianter, where the largest tea factory 
in these islands was completed in 1922. In West 
Sumatra Residency, in the neighbourhood of Kepa- 
hiang, coffee cultivation is increasing, also at the 
foot of the Dempo Mountain, in the Palembang 
Residency, where there is excellent volcanic soil 
suitable for the growing of coffee, tea, and 
cinchona, 

On the East Coast and in Atjeh and Dependencies 
much interest 1s being shown in the cultivation of 
ol palm, and this industry is increasing rapidly. 
The planting of rubber trees by the inhabitants 
throughout the Outer Islands is of the greatest 
importance, and a native industry has come into 
heing based on scientific knowledge. The number 
of trees planted yearly is amazing, and there can 
be no doubt that the native rubber industry of the 








Netherland Kast Indies is going to have a yearly 
increasing influence on the world’s rubber markets. 
The belief in some quarters that this is an ephemeral 
wrncwth fostered by present rubber prices and 

estriction of output in the Straits Settlements 
me Federated Malay States, is not substantiated.

Preliminary 
negotiation on behalf of German interest has taken 
place for a concession for developing mineral and 
agricultural resources over a large tract of country 
in Dutch New Guinea. 

THE Economic S1IruaTIon. 

The balance of trade during 1923 was reversed, 
and imports totalled, in round numbers, 783 million 
guilders and exports 1,149 millions, while for the 
first time in history exports from the Outer Islands 
exceeded exports from Java in value, the figures 
being 626 and 525 million guilders respectively. 
Total figures for 1925 are not yet available, but 
there can be no doubt that the balance of trade 1 
again in favour of exports, and probably by an 
increased amount, but it is doubtful if the Outer 


Islands have maintained the leading position. 
Money is far more plentiful, but there is little 


taste for investments of a_ speculative nature. 
Government stocks, banking, shipping, agricultural 
and high-class industrial shares have appreciated 
in value. Failures have been fewer than in past 


years, and a state of genuine stability in both 
import and export business has been reached. 


There is every indication of a continuation of the 
present state of affairs, which may be regarded as 
a norma? post-war condition, while anything in the 
way of a trade boom can only be due to externa! 
circumstances outside the control of this country 

On 20th May, 1924, His Excellency the Governor- 
General opened the renewed Sessions of the Volks- 
‘aad, or People’s Council, and availed himself of 
the occasion to deliver his customary annual speech 
reviewing the political and administrative situation 
of the country. H's Excellency stated that financial 
difficulties had again foreed the Government to 
moderate their activities; a permanent recovery of 
the financial balance was before all things essential 
to renewed and invigorated progress. In the dark 
days of great deficits in revenue the Government 
trusted in the future; time had proved that this was 
no rash optimism. The economical position was 
eradually improving, even if this betterment was 
not as swift as could be wished. The Budget esti- 
mates for 1925 showed no deficit on ordinary 
services; a normal financial position was once more 
entered upon, and loans for ordinary purposes 
belonged to a closed past. The estimates, which 
were based on sober judgment, must be confirmed, 
and great economy was essential to prevent the 
financial balance again being disturbed; the 
expected returns from various sources of Income 
had been carefully assessed according to present 
circumstances, while expenditure had been calcu- 
lated, as far as was possible, on actual needs. The 
retrenchments which had been made were apparent 
from the Budget for the present and for the eoming 
year. It could be stated that, as a whole, no 
interests of a vital nature had been injured. 
Expenditure on the extraordinary service had been 
ereatly curtailed; a not inconsiderable portion of 
the floating debt was consolidated during 1923. 


THE GENERAL OUTLOOK. 

The foregoing paragraphs have been taken from 
the new Report,* dated July, 1924, on the Economie 
Situation in the Netherland East Indies, prepared 
for the Department of Overseas Trade by Mr. 
H. A. N. Bluett, Commercial Agent, Batavia. Mr. 
Bluett writes that, although it is anticipated that 
the current year will prove more prosperous than 
any since the slump of 1920-21, there are maliy

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factors which must be considered before it is safe 
to predict that a new era of prosperity may be 
expected. First, the imperative need for economy 
in all Government and municipal undertakings has 
had a most depressing effect on the commerce’ of 
the country—the Government in pre-war days was 
always a good customer, and required much 
merchandise for pioneer work and active develop- 
ment of natural resources in both Java and the- 
Outer Islands, but to-day the State is buying 
nothing but absolute necessities for current mainte- 
nance. Second, a considerable sum in war taxes Is 
still outstanding, and many merchant firms are 
disputing their assessments, and, as long as they 
have war-time liabilities hanging over them, are 
unable to expand their industrial activities, while 
more fortunate ones who have been able to settle 
up these demands are faced with many and varied 
current taxes that mean a constant drain on profits, 
entailing the strictest economy, and no money 1s 
available for expansion if any return is to be dis- 
tributed as dividends to shareholders. It is not my 
intention to strike a note of pessimism, but it must 
be remembered that in the past the Netherland East 
Indies has enjoyed great prosperity, and that her 
commercial importance has been built up by Dutch 
and foreign capitalists and by foreign companies 
who started interests here many years ago, and have 
been able to increase their activities out of profits 
earned, until they have grown into powerful com- 
mereial and financial institutions. If this state of 
progressive expansion is going to be crafiped by 
excessive taxation it 1s impossible to hold out any 
hopes for a speedy recovery of pre-war prosperity. 

At the present time most agricultural estates are 
benefiting from the better prices ruling for produce, 
and are making profits which enable them to under- 
take repairs and improvements, and, in view of 
their paramount importance in the economic life 
of the country, it may safely be predicted that their 
prosperity will continue to benefit trade in general, 
but this alone does not justify the assumption that 
a substantial increase in imports will result. Lattle 
improvement can be expected until more capital is 
forthcoming for the opening up of new estates and 
the development of local industries. Money for this 
purpose is not available in this country, and must 
be encouraged from abroad, but at present foreign 
capital is not coming in to any extent, largely for 
the reason that company undertakings are so heavily 
taxed that investors do not find this country a 
particularly attractive field. 


TAXATION AND PRICES. 


It is admitted that the Government are fully 
alive to the fact that their heavy demands on the 
resources of the people is a hindrance to commercial 
progress, and that during the past two years great 
economy has been effected in all State departments, 
so much so that it is expected that a balance of 
the Budget will be reached in 1925; until this is 
accomplished there is little hope of any reduction 
in the existing taxes. Although the slow recovery 
of trade prosperity is attributed to high taxation, 
there are many contributory causes, of which not 
the least important is the state of uncertainty still 
existing in foreign countries. Prices of manufac- 
tured goods fluctuate from month to month, making 
importers unwilling to carry stocks of speculative 
articles, and they confine their forward purchases 
to goods that find a ready sale; the credit system 
has grown to such an extent that it is now almost 
impossible to sell goods to distributors and retailers 
for prompt cash, general importers giving from 30 
to 90 days’ credit as a matter of routine. As may 
be expected, heavy losses are incurred yearly under 
this credit system; merchants are forced to charge 
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high prices in order to retrieve their losses in bad 
debts—in truth, the honest trader or individual } 
to-day paying high prices for all goods jy daily 
use in order to recoup merchants for the losg. 
incurred in their dealings with his neighbour wh; 
makes no effort to meet his liabilities. Agents , 
British firms have lately made strenuous efforts ;, 
obtain orders; though they find their prices mul 
lower than local retail prices, when they approag) 
importers they are told that their prices aye fay 
too high; the explanation is found in the fact thy; 
there is from 60 to 80 per cent. difference betwee) 
the prices paid by importers to manufacturers ay) 
consumers to retailers. Forced by high prices, hig} 
taxation, and high rents to economise in all way. 
possible, the public confine their purchases ;

The sea route for goods is by steamer to 
Matadi, thence by narrow eauge railway to Leo. 
poldville and the beginning of the navigable water- 
ways of the Congo basin. The one land route 1 





by the Rhodesian Railway entering and _ cutting 
through the Katanga Province to Bukama at the 
other end of the Congo navigable waters, providing 
an entrance or exit via Beira to the Indian Ocean 
or to Cape Town. The Matadi Railway ean earn 
at the present time between 5,000 and 6,000 metn 
tons each way per month, and this is the present 
effective limit of trade for the Congo Basin, at 
least as far as Stanleyville. 

This restriction necessarily prevents any great 
economic development of the vast agricultural 
and mineral resources of the Colony. Sir Maurice 


Lippens, late Governor-General of the Belgian 
Congo, in his notes on the Government of. the 





Congo (1925), repeatedly stresses this point. He 
states: ‘“‘ It is certain that production could 
increased and that the flow of products to each 
loading station on the river would grow if trader 
were assured of being able to forward these products 
regularly and expeditiously. Production is limited 
by transport facilities.”’ 

Just as the mineral wealth of the Katangs 
attracted the South African Railways and caused 
the Katanga copper interests also to start the 
Benguella Railway to provide another outlet for 
the Katanga to an Atlantic port, and is the mam 
non-political motive for building the Bas-Congo- 
Katanga Railway, so it would appear that the gold 
mines and cotton fields of the North-Eastern Pro 
vince may attract railways from Uganda and the 
Sudan. ‘However much improved the Leopoldville 
Matadi Railway may be, it would not seem possible 
for one line to evacuate the produce of so vast and 
rich an area as the Belgian Congo. In order that 
any goods may reach the Congo—apart from the 
ports of Banana, Boma, and Matadi—they mus 
be transhipped and handled one or more times afte? 
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their arrival at an African port, with the inevitable 
iss of time, breakages, etc. 
Roaps. 

It is only in the last few years that efforts have 
been made to build roads through the Colony. Apart 
from the native caravan roads and paths, of the 
roads worthy of mention in 1920 only that ot 
Buta-Bambili and a part of the Elisabethville- 
Kasenge roads were made with stones and able to 
support much wheeled trattic. The years 1921 and 
1922 were noticeable by the considerable extension 
in the works of road building throughout the 
Colony, especially in the north and south, which 
lack railways and water transport facilities and 
vhere the topography of the country does not make 
this work too difficult. At present efforts are being 
concentrated on road making in the districts of 
Ubangi, Stanleyville, Bas and Haut Uele, Ituri, 
Kivu, Katanga, and Congo-Kasai. These new roads 
are being finished, where most necessary, with 
stones and gravel.

DirricuLtieEsS oF TRANSPORT. 

Mr. ©. K. Ledger, H.M, Consul at Boma, in his 
Report* on the Belgian Congo, dated July last, 
after pointing out the vast agricultural and mineral 
resources of the Colony (with an area of some 
900,000 square miles), and emphasising the great 
progress made by Belgium, writes that the Govern- 
ment are pushing forward very energetically their 
programme of roads and railways and the improve- 
ment of the navigable waterways. But the weak 
spot is, and always will be, the Leopoldville- 
Matadi Railway. By whatever route goods are sent 
to the interior of the Congo, they must be able to 
support the cost of transhipment, and the losses 
inherent in the handling of goods several times 
before reaching their destination. |The present 
inability of the Matadi Railway to handle more than 
9,000 or 6,000 tons each way per month overshadows 
the fact that the up-river vessels are also totally 
Inadequate to handle even the produce which could 
now be made available. The unfavourable rate of 
exchange makes it difficult for goods to or from the 
Congo io support the heavy railway rates paid in 
sterling for carriage over the Rhodesian railways, 
oreven via Port Sudan or Mombasa. The question, 
however, of improving transport facilities from 
Uganda and the Sudan is the most interesting one 
from the British point of view.

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CONGESTION OF THE Port or MATADI. 

Trade with the interior of the Congo Basin is 
very difficult. Goods must either pass through the 
bottle neck, over the Crystal Mountains, by the 
Matadi-Leopoldville Railway, or else through the 
Katanga in the south-eastern corner over the 
Rhodesian railways to Cape Town or an Indian 
Ocean port. Access to the north-eastern corner via 
Port Sudan or Mombasa is at present so difficult 
and necessitates so much handling and transhipment 
that it cannot be seriously considered unless trans- 
port facilities are provided. It is not within the 
compass of, his Report, writes Mr. Ledger, to go 
into the question as to who or what circumstances 
are to blame for not keeping the rolling stock in 
good repair, or for not replacing the worn-out 
machines and material. It is sufficient to say that 
at the end of March, 1924, there were some 28,000 
tons of general cargo lying at Matadi waiting to 
be carried up to Leopoldville and the interior, and 
nearly the same amount of produce at Stanley Pool 
waiting to be brought down to the sea. At most, 
if not all, the up river posts there was lying 
produce waiting to be transported to Stanley Pool. 
By the end of June, 1924, there were over 30,000 
tons waiting at each end of the line. Under then 
conditions this would require five or six months to 
evacuate. 

The Government have taken steps to relieve 
the situation, and an embargo has been put on 
the importation of goods, and even parcel post 
service over this line has been temporarily sus- 
pended. 

Twenty new engines and a number of 
wagons have been ordered; by the end of July three 
Cockerill locomotives of 28 tons had been received, 
and every three weeks a locomotive and wagons are 
heing shipped from Antwerp. The transformation 
of the line is progressing and work is being put in 
hand towards its electrification, 

Lapour Suprpry. 

Without sufficient native labour development 
of a tropical colony is not possible. In the Congo, 
where for centuries the native was a slave owner or 
slave, and living is still very primitive, it is very. 
difieult to obtain a steady supply of labour, which 
is also affected by the ravages of sleeping sickness 
and other diseases. Contact with the European 
seems to make the Congo native rather shiftless, and 
one of the problems is to maintain the prestige of 
the white population and, at the same time, avoid 
the corvée and oppression of the earlier régime, A 
native can so easily earn sufficient to pay his head 
tax and obiain a few yards of cloth and some pots 
and pans that he is inclined to return to his village 
and do no more work. The first desitderatum is to 
inerease the needs of the native, to raise his standard 
of living, and to eneourage him to cultivate com- 
mercial products, such as rubber, palm trees, rice, 
bananas, manioe and cotton, coffee and cocoa. This 
is being done, and the Government are controlling 
the terms of emplovment and living conditions of 
the thousands of labourers required for the publie 
works, such as the new railways and port 1mprove- 
ments. Proper camps are built, and they learn to 
live decently and under hygienic conditions. After 
their first term they are sent back to their villages 
as missionaries to show that employment by the 
white man is desirable. The numbers of natives 
employed by the large companies, such as_ the 
Huileries du Congo Belge, the Union Miniere, the 
gold and diamond fields, in receipt of regular 
salaries and becoming accustomed to see and pur- 
chase European articles will gradually raise the 
standard of comfort and the number of trained 
labourers. 

The development of the Congo needs unlimited 
capital, both for private enterprises and for the

prise possible. Increase of revenue for the Colony 
will come from the Land and Personal Taxes 
cnumerated, as well as from Native Head Tax and 
from Import and Export Duties.

WOTOR-CARS AND COMMERCIAL VEHICLES. 


Prior to 1913 imports and exports of motor-cars 
were divided into complete cars, chassis, and parts 
(including rubber tyres and tubes not imported or 
exported with complete cars); in 1913 the rubber 
tyres and tubes were separ ated from the other parts. 
With the introduction of the ‘‘ McKenna duties 
taxable cars, chassis, and parts had to be separated 
from the non-taxable in the imports—i.e., touring 
ears, chassis, and parts from commercial cars, 
chassis, and parts. In 1920 the classification for 
import purposes was: Complete cars—(a) touring 
including cabs; (6) commercial vehicles including 
motor omnibuses, motor fire-engines, and motor 
ambulances; chassis—(a) touring, (b) commercial ; 
aarts—(a) engines, (b) axles, (c) wheels, rims, and 
spokes; (d) other parts and accessories, each of these 
groups being further subdivided into ‘* touring ”’ 
and ‘‘ commercial.’’ ‘* Ball bearings, roller bear- 
ings, steel rollers, and at balls ’’ were separated 
out from ‘ other parts ’’ in 1922 and “ steel trans- 
mission chains ’’ 1n 1923, yer were similarly sub- 
divided. After the abolition of the duties in the 
autumn of 1924 the distinction of chassis and parts 
into touring and commercial was given up. lor 
export purposes chassis and parts were not distin- 
euished as ‘‘ touring ’’ and ‘* commercial ’’—1.e., 
as taxable and non-taxable. Rubber tubes and tyres 
were transferred to Rubber Manufactures from 
1920. 

7 Parts ’? of cars include not only replacement 
parts, but also parts representing complete or nearly 
comple te ears imported for assembly into complete 
cars in this country. What the relative proportions 
of the two classes of parts may be is not known, 
but the following table, which shows the percentages 
of the gross imports of cars, chassis, and parts, by 
value, is interesting :—

Imports from France in 1920 and 
1922 were below the average of 1911-15, but in 
1923 they rose to very slightly above the pre-war 
level; th: ‘y consisted in 1925 of complete touring 
ears and of touring chassis, the former having 
vained what the latter lost; commercial vehicles are 
not: an important constituent of French exports. 
Imports from Italy--were nearly three and a half 
times as great in 1923 as they were: before the war, 
imports of complete vehicles being about eleven and 
a half times .as great and imports of chassis about 
two and three-quarter times; imports of chassis, 
however, were still in 1928 nearly 2°9 times as great 
as those of complete vehicles, and commercial 
vehicles and chassis were one-third of the total 
imports from Italy, the highest proportion of any 
imports from the Continent except from Germany. 
Imports from the United States and Canada 
were in 1911-138 a little over 32> per cent. 
of the total imports, the Canadian share being 
quite a small fraction; in 1920 they rose to 
nearly 65 per cent., the United States again 
suppl ving the lion’s share. In I 22 and 1923, how- 
ever, the erection or extension of factories in Canada 
with United States capital, in order to take advan- 
tage of the preferential rates of import duty, ecom- 
pletely altered the situation, so that while in 1928 
about 65°5 per cent. of our gross imports (643 per 
eent. of all the touring cars and chassis and 70°3 
per cent. of all the commercial vehicles and chassis 
imported) came from North America, about 40°6 
per cent. came from Canada alone,

Exports to 
Kmpire countries constitute by far the greater par' 
of our export business; exports to foreign countries 
fell off by rather more than one-half in 1923 com- 
pared with the average of 1911-13, and the once 
fairly important markets of Brazil and the Argen- 
tine have been lost.

Exports to the Irish Free State numbered 481 
motor-cycles during the nine months ended 31st 
December, 1923, and, according to the Trade 
Accounts of the Irish ree State, 1,157 motor-cycles 
were imported from Great Britain and Northern 
dreland during the first nine months of 1924. 

In our imports the United States have slightly 
amproved their position, but Germany, Belgium, 
and France have lost ground. Our retained imports 
an 1923 were 216 per cent. below the average of 
{911-13, but 48 per cent. above those of 1922, and, 
if the retained imports for the last two months of 
1924 are on the same scale as those for the first ten 
months of the year, the retained imports of the 
whole year will only be about 32 per cent. of those 
for 1923. Eliminating: exports to the Irish Free 
Siate, exports of British-made motor-cycles were 
am 1923 nearly 25 per cent. above the average of 
4911-15 and 113°7 per cent. above those for 1922, 
and the exports for 1924 promise to be about 135 
those for 1923. The 1923 
showed conspicuous increases over the average of 
1911-13 in our exports to the Netherlands, Japan, 
and Australia, but the Union of South Africa and 
New Zealand still showed heavy reductions, Gener- 
ally exports in 1923 showed large increases over 
1922, but those to Belgium and France are excep- 
In 1911-13 about 75:9 of our export trade 
was done with Empire countries, in 1923 about 
56°5 per cent. (excluding the Irish Free State).

About 76°7 per cent. (by number) of the gross 
imports of engines for motor-cycles came from 
Switzerland in 1920, and only 56°3 per cent. in 1923. 
About 65°3 per cent. (by value) of the gross imports 
ot ** other’ parts came from the United States 
in 1920, the other chief suppliers being Germany, 
Belgium, and Switzerland; in 1923 Germany had 
almost fallen out, and the United States supplied 
982 per cent. The great increase in our exports 
of engines in 1923 was to foreign countries (3,742, 
compared with 143 in 1920); Australia, our chief 
Kmpire market, fell off from 543 in 1920 to 494 
in 1925. Nearly 77 per cent. of our exports of 
ball bearings, ete., went to foreign countries in 
1923, it 1s believed mainly to France. Over 95 
per cent. of our exports of steel transmission chains 
went to foreign countries (I*ranee and Belgium 
together taking 77 per cent.), and 487 per cent.

CYCLES OTHER THAN Movror-Cycies. 
Cycles, not mechanically propelled, constitute 
another branch of industry in which foreign com- 
petition in the home market is of little consequence. 
The Import and Export List has always distin- 
gvuished complete cycles from parts and accessories; 
rubber tyres and tubes not imported or exported 
with complete cycles were shown separately in 
1913; wheels, rims, and spokes were distinguished 
in 1916, ball bearings, ete., in 1922, and _ steel 
transmission chains in 1923.

The total exports of Latvian butter to all 
countries for the first ten months of 1924 amounted, 
according to the Consulate-General of the Republic 
of Latvia in London, to 58,686 casks, or 5,106,242 
kilogs. ‘This compares with 52,208 casks and 
2,795,078 kilogs. for the same period in 1925, and 
shows an increase of about 12 per cent. 





INSURED PARCELS FOR NICARAGUA. 


A Notification recently published in “* La 
Gaceta ’’ (Nicaragua) draws attention to the fact 
that it is customary in many cases for articles of 
fairly high value and comparatively small volume 
to be imported into Nicaragua by means of insured 
postal parcels (paquetes certificados), and that in 
such cases it has been the practice of the Customs 
authorities to impose a fine of 100 per cent. of the 
Customs duties. It has, however, now been decided 
not to impose this fine if the importers notify the 
respective Customs authorities, in writing, of the 
approximate time of arrival of such insured parcels. 
The fine will be inflicted, however, if the parcels 
in question are received by the postal authorities 
at the port of entry before the Customs have been 
notified of the expected arrival.

CHINA. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1925. 


According to the ‘‘ Chinese Economic Bulletin,’’? compiled 
by the Chinese Government Bureau ot Economic Informa- 
tion, the total foreign trade of China in merchandise (i.e., 
treasure excluded) in 1923 was valued at 1,676,320,303 
Haikwan taels, or 76,378,720 H. taels more than in the 
preceding year. 

It is satisfactory to be able to point to this steady 
advance, states the ‘‘ Bulletin,’’ which proves once more 
the remarkable resiliency of China’s foreign trade in the 
face of adverse circumstances, economic as well as political. 
This augmentation of the figures of 1923 over 1922 follows 
an increase of the latter year over 1921 of 92:6 million 
taels, while in 1921 the 1920 totals were exceeded by 203-5 
million taels. 

The total value of net imports—1i.e., gross imports less 
re-exports of toreign produce to fereign countries— 
amounted to 923,402,887 taels, and the aggregate value 
of exports of Chinese produce abroad totalled 752,917,416 
taels. It is of interest to note here that the above figure 
giving total net imports represents a falling off of 21-6 
million  taels compared with the preceding year. 
Exports, on the other hand, were able to show the im- 
portant gain of 98 million taels. 

This result of the year’s foreign trading has reduced 
China’s adverse balance of trade in 1923 to 170 million 
taels, which may be compared with an unfavourable balance 
of 290 million taels in 1922 end 305 millions in 1921. As 
China’s trade account closes with a debit balance year 
after year, it 1s worthy of notice that the situation has 
been improving during the last few years, although it is 
doubtful whether the year 1919—when, owing to the war, 
exports from China were greatly stimulated and imports

from abroad very much restricted, resulting in an excess 
of imports over exports of some 16 million taels only— 
will ever be equalled again. 

In endeavouring to interpret the significance of the 
statistical information collected it is permissible to empha- 
sise that these statistics take into account only the visible 
items included in the country’s international trade balance- 
sheet. This means that no record is kept of funds, bullion, 
securities, etc., transferred through channels which escape 
Customs supervision. Neither is it possible, for obvious 
reasons, to estimate with any degree of reasonable accuracy 
the ‘‘ invisible ’? imports and exports which go to make up 
the nation’s trade account, such as shipping earnings, 
insurance premia, and remittances from Chinese emigrants, 
etc. Particularly the last item is considered of growing 
importance.

OCTOBER TRADE AND PRODUCTION. 


The recent immediate over-subscription of the French 
loan ot 100 million dollars emphasises the abundance of 
loanable capital and increasing confidence in the European 
economic stability, states a cable received by the London 
Office of the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 

The buoyancy of the stock market continues with a 
broadening upward tendency in production and_ trade. 
Preliminary figures for October show exports 527 million

PROPOSED REGULATION OF THE SALE OF 
FOOTWEAR. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a Bill which 
proposes to amend the New Zealand Footwear Regulation 
Act, 1913. 

The Bill provides that no person shall manufacture for 
sale, or shall sell, or-have in his possession for sale, in 
New Zealand any boots and shoes unless (a) the soles 
and uppers thereof are of leather without admixture or 
addition other than materials used for filling spaces, tor 
shanks, toe-puffs, and linings; or (b) a statement,of the 
material or materials composing the uppers and _ soles 
(not being materials used for filling spaces, shanks, etc.) 
is conspicucusly and legibly stamped or impressed into 
the inner surface of the upper or (where the upper is 
lined) into the iining thereof. For this.purpose leather 
in part of leather scraps or

without admixture or

PROPOSED NEW CUSTOMS TARTEFE. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M, Legation at Santiago 
has forwarded copy of a proposed new Customs Tariff for 
Chile which has been drawn up by the Commission estab- 
lished in August, 1928, to study the question. 

The Commission, in submitting the proposed new Tarift 
tor the approval of the Government, observe that they 
have given consideration to various projects which have

Before being placed in the piercing 
machine, they are cut to lengths under an hydraulic 
press, the fracture being square and clean. They are 
then fed by an hydraulic ram into one of two gas-fired 
continuous furnaces, and roll down skid pipes in the 
furnace through various stages of increasing heat until, 
when discharged from the far end of the furnace, they 
have attained a temperature suitable for the piercing 
operation. From the furnace, the white-hot ingot is 
carried by an overhead crane to the piercing machine, 
in which it is rotated at high speed by the aid of steel 
rolls of special design, at the same time being forced 
forward over a mandrel with piercing head. This 
operation converts an ingot that perhaps originally 
was 3 ft. 6 in. long into a hollow bloom of from 6 ft. to 
8 ft. in length, this machine being capable of piercing 
ingots up to 17 in. in diameter. Some idea of the 
power needed to produce this hollow bloom is shown 
by the fact that the piercer is driven by a compound 
tandem steam engine developing 2,500 h.p., built by 
Messrs. Cole, Marchant & Morley, the drive being 
transmitted from a wheel 18 ft. 6 in. in diameter to 
a second motion wheel 21 ft. in diameter, through 42 


ropes 2 in. in diameter. 


WELDLESS TUBE ROLLING MILLS. 


From the piercer, the hollow bloom is conveyed on 
an electrically-driven bogie that feeds the two rolling 
mills. In these mills, a mandrel bar is inserted in the 
bloom, which is forced forward by hydraulic power 
between specially designed steel rolls. This action of 
swaging or rolling converts a hollow bloom, measuring, 
say, 6 it. to & ft. in length, into a tube perhaps 50 ft. 
or 60 ft. in length, of the required diameter and thick- 
ness. In these mills, tubes are rolled to a maximum 
diameter externally of 13} in., and in length up to 
80 fit. or even 100 ft. in one piece. Both mills are 
driven simultaneously or individually by an engine 
similar to that driving the piercer. 

It is difficult in cold type adequately to convey an 
impression of one’s feelings when seeing the piercing 
machine and the The 
white-hot ingot rotating at high speed grows visibly 
in length as it is drawn over the piercing head, and the 
hollow bloom is produced apparently with as little 
effort as would be necessary to push a hole through a

may absorb anything up to 2,000 h.p. Perhaps the 
rolling mill is yet more impressive, for the hollow bloom 
is rolled out on the mandrel bar by a series of hammer- 
like blows, each of which results in a noticeable increase 
in the length of the tube and a corresponding reduction 
in its external diameter. It should be made clear that 
the piercing and swaging operations are carried out at 
a single heat, the finished tube as it leaves the mill, 
while having grown in length from, say, 3 ft. 6 in. to 
8o it., still being visibly red. It is obvious that no 
steel but that of the very highest grade obtainable 


could withstand the punishment it receives in the 
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piercing machine and in the rolling mill, and it is Stal] 
wonder that James Robertson in the middle of last 
century, with the imperfect steel at his disposal coy 
not successfully exploit his invention, which was aby 
30 years before its time. Being supported necessarily 
at one end only and resting merely on the rollers 
the other, the tube may not be exactly straight whe, 
it emerges from the mill, so that the next operation js 
to straighten it, special machines with bevelled steg 
rollers carrying out this operation rapidly and accy. 
rately. From the straightening machine, the tube 
which by this time has cooled to atmospheric tempera, 
ture, is taken to one of a battery of double-heade 
cutting-off machines, where the pilger head and the 
open or ragged end of the tube are cut off. Thesg 
machines resemble in some respects a simple lathe 
with hollow mandrel of extraordinary large diameter; 
the tube being held in a four-jaw chuck and the 
ragged end cut off by a parting tool held in a cop. 
pound slide rest, the feed being hand-operated. The 
plain tube is now complete, and is then subjected 
to a very careful examination both externally and 


internally. 
THE FINISHING DEPARTMENT. 


After inspection and gauging, the lengths of plain 
tube pass on to one or other of the sections of the 
finishing department, according to the purpose {fo 
which they have been rolled. The ends may be screwed 
for loose sockets, they may be flanged for rigid o 
flexible joints, or they may be staved for spigot and 
faucet ends. Spigot and faucet tubes are used mainly 
for gas and water mains; their ends are heated in, 
coal-fired furnace and are then expanded and belled 
out to form the joint, this operation being done in an 


horizontal and vertical hydraulic press. Caulking, of 





course, is carried out on site, soft lead usually being 
hammered into the joints as the lengths are assembled. 
After the ends have been formed, the tubes are tested 
in one or another of the hydraulic pumps provided for 
the purpose, these being fitted with intensifiers to give 
a maximum pressure of 2 tons per square inch. Having 
passed these tests, the tubes are dipped into a tank of 
a special preservative preparation that coats them 
either on the outside or inside, or on both surfaces 
the coated tube then being held in a machine that 





rotates it while the exterior is wrapped with jute cloth 
saturated with a special bitumastic solution that sets 
hard when cold. This gives a certain amount o 
mechanical protection to the tube, and decreases the 
possibility of corrosion even when the tube has beet 
buried in the ground for many years. ‘Tubes so pro 
tected have been unearthed after lying in the grount 
for periods of upwards of 20 years, and although cor 
stantly in service for carrying water, have shown 10 
signs of corrosion inside or out. All these operations 
are carried out practically in a straight line in one o 
the four bays, and the finished tube can then be loaded 
immediately into railway trucks on the siding that 
crosses the end.

A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 
ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering all commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated and is 
sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such information is not already in the 
possession of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment. is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
ether openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and nature 
of competition and the best methods of meeting it: usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tarifis; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc.; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and 
Transport, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names 
of likely importers of British goods or of firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or Agents of British 


firms. 
CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY 


The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as pos- 
sible with the commercial community in its efforts to retuild and, 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. Officers of 
the Department, Foth from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the industrial 
centres ot the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with 


business men. 
FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey, E.C. 
Advertising plays a large part in export as in home trade, and 





the Department has collected over 16,000 foreign trade oy 
logues (including German and Austrian) which may algo } 
inspected at the above address.

THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD. 


Representatives of British firms, when travelling abroad, om 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in qo» 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerne 
British firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling repre. 
sentatives in the Dominions to call upon H.M. Trade Commissions, 
They should also instruct their representatives in foreign countrig 
to call upon the Commercial Diplomatic Officers at the Britis 
Missions or upon H.M. Consular Officers. These officers will 
them first-hand unbiassed information, and will do all in the 
power to assist them in their business. 


FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The Department organises the annual British Industries Fay 
at which British manufacturers and producers have the oppo. 
tunity of displaying their goods before the buyers of all nation, 

The Department, in addition to organising exhibitions of foreip 
samples (see above), studies and initiates projects for commerg 


exhibitions of various kinds. 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


One of the most important services rendered by the Dey 
ment is the supply of confidential information regarding try 
openings and other matiers likely to be of interest to mam. 
facturers and merchants. This is done chiefly by means of t 
Special Register, concerning which details are given below.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR :TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER SERVICE. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 
news. The one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
race, while the other suffers a handicap which in very many 
cases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving 
information of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the 
Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
fidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 
grouped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to them. 
At the same time it is thought desirable to send the firms too 
much rather than too little so as to ensure that they get all the 
news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
annum, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who 
have enrolled themselves not only get the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’”’ every week, but they are assured of obtaining 
promptly, by means of the Special Register Service of confidential 
circulars, every report or item of news likely to concern them. 
Sometimes these reports contain advance information which 


subsequently becomes generally known. Frequently they co- 
tain information which it is desired to keep confidential, so that 


British firms may reap full benefit from it. 
VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 


It is obviously impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thw 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value of 
the transaction in question may be great or small, but there 
ample evidence that long-lasting and profitable business con 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction 
due to information received through this service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful snd valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them 
through the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP. 


Any United Kingdom firm engaged in the export trade sup 
plying goods solely or mainly of United Kingdom production ® 
eligible for admission to the Special Register. 

The Register is not open to non- British traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register i 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription 
the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ (£1 10s.)
